exploration ot" the ancient 


earth work of Klint Kiijge in Licking 
county by the state archaeological and 
historical .society, a large copper plate 
was found supporting (lie head of the 
skeleton uncovered there. 
It was fash- 


ioned by hand and evidently was one 
of the valuable ornaments of the indi- 
vidual with whose bones it was found. 
Such ornaments of copper 
have 
been 


found in other 
explorations in this 


state and elsewhere and the relic is 
valuable anthropologically as definitely 
connecting' the civilization that produc- 
ed this earth-work with that of other 
>arts of the country. 


But with other such copper inclosures 


his tends clearly to establish it that 
here was commerce among the pre- 
historic people whose handiwork these 
thing's are. They did not know how to 
reduce metals from ore nor did they 
melt copper.

the continent. There must have been 
also an industry that produced the orna 
raents—a trade in which 116 skill was 
acquired, for many of the designs are 
fairly accurate in fashion, which is all 
the more remarkable when one remem- 
bers that they had only stone hammers 
with which to beat 
the 
copper into 
shape. 


Xot only do extensive openings in the 


flint-beds on the Licking county ridge- 
show that there was an industry and 
commerce in the making of flint imple- 
ments, but archaeologists in their ex- 
plorations here and in other places in 
the middle west have uncovered thous- 
ands of unworked pieces of flint, far 
from any deposit of such rock—store- 
houses it may be safely presumed where 
the raw material of the implement mak- 
ers could be 
secured, 
transported in 


some way from the distant quarries. It 
is easy to believe that some farsigiued 
and energetic men among those ancient 
people, controlled the primitive ship- 


j ping facilities, secured corners among

No plan for'real conservation of Natural Gas 


can be adopted that does not first contemplate 
a complete readjustment of rates for domestic 
consumers. 


This statement does not admit of successful 


refutation, and the truth of it is self evident 
when conditions confronting Natural Gas dis- 
tributing companies are fully understood. 


Some very .interesting* and startling facts 


were revealed a few months ago during the 
time the U. S. Fuel administration was issu- 
ing orders regarding classification of gas cus- 
tomers—giving preference to domestic users 
and curtailing the supply to others—when one 
of the prominent gas distributing companies 
had an analysis made of its customers' hills by 
months covering a period of one year. This 
was done primarily for the purpose of ascer- 
taining what effect the curtailment of gas sup- 
ply to certain classes of customers would have 
on the company's revenue.

Figures were then secured from a number of 


operating companies, which when tabulated 
showed that operating costs varied from 54 
cents to $1.00 per month per customer, and a 
general average of 75 cents was adopted as :i 
basis of cost. Estimates were then computed 
upon a cost of 75 cents per customer per month, 
supplied witM gas at the retail price of 35 cents 
per 1000 cubic 'feet. 


It was found that out of 447,041 customers, 


277,262 or 62%, received service at less than 
actual cost and were liabilities to the com- 
panies, and that the cost of carrying them was 
borne by the 38% of the remaining customers 
who were self-sustaining. 


The National Fuel Administration, State 


Commissions and other regulatory bodies have 
held that the domestic consumer must be 
served first in the event of depletion of the 
natural gas supply. In many cases companies 
have been ordered to discontinue service to

large customers and this order has obtained in 
instances for periods of several months. 


Now read farther and reflect as to the effect 


of the discontinuance of gas by large users. The 
analysis of these figures on costs show that ^if 
tLz distributing companies were to lose 19,823 
customers, or all those using over 25,000 cubic 
feet of gas per month, or 4.44% of the present 
customers, the remaining number, 427,218, or 
95.569^, would pay a gross amount only suffi- 
cient to cover the actual cost of serving them, 
without- one cent of profit to the distributing 
companies, not even a fraction of one per cent, 
for interest on the millions of dollars invested 
in their properties. 


No one of even moderate intelligence would 


expect natur&l gas distributing companies to 
continue service very long under conditions de- 
scribed above, if their only source of profitable 
revenue was cut off. That is why we say that 
a complete readjustment of rates for domestic 
consumers is the real issue in planning conser- 
vation. 
Until such a readjustment is made 


and the companies engaged in distributing 
natural gas are given sufficient revenue from 
'sales to domestic consumers to cover costs of 
service, to allow of further 'drilling to maintain 
supply, resoYt must be had to sales to larger, 
and more profitable consumers in order that 
the companies shall still continue in business. 


In support of this contention, we quote from 


the report of the United States Bureau of Mines 
on Dallas, Texas, January, 1918: 


"The prices for ga? for domestic con- 


sumption have generally been so low as not 
to provide, if only domestic sales were 
made, even sufficient income for overhead 
charges and operating expenses, so that 
in every case recourse has been had to 
large sales for industrial purposes to make 
up the deficiency. These large sales do 
not appreciably increase the operating ex- 
penses, and do not require additional in- 
vestment, and therefore do not increase 
overhead charges. * * * Unlimited and un- 
economical use, because of cheapness, is a. 
calamity for which every individual of the 
community will eventually have to pay." 
So a final analysis of the whole situation as 


regards the natural gas problem in its relation 
to the domestic consumer is whether the do- 
mestic consumer, to whom natural gas because 
of its cleanliness and convenience is of rela- 
tively more value than to any other consumer, 
is willing to state that value in an income for 
the natural gas companies sufficiently ample 
for all expense of production, and transporta- 
tion, and a reasonable return on the investment 
for means of distribution, and to overcome the 
loss encountered in the discontinuance of sales 
for industrial purposes.
